My several long visits with .Dean, several phene conversations, 
and checking out of what he fed m$\eave me wondering whether he is 
deliberately misleading, making honest mistake^. repeating rumors, 
trying to help or playing games* Or, a combination*. 

-Jeninning with the hugs of his "favorite niece Pat" (whose 
favorite uncle she says he is) and ending with his directing me 
to the Society Page, he has been friendly and seemingly helpful.

I acknowledge the possibility he is being as helpful as he 
can in these directions, that he knows nothing he has not divulged. 

I am not convinced ox it , and I am aware of the possibility that , 
with respect to the Mexlcano, he may have made a slight but deliber- 
ate error that, «»qVi as.it is, would have us looking for someone 
w e senn et find * &***' 

My own feelings toward him remain a mixture of lining, sympa - 
thy, perplexity and a desire to help him out of the predicament in 
which he is. I think I understand why he is in it. He knews that I 
will^do what I can to help him and I have made both specific offers 
and general suggestions that he clearly understands. 

I have encouraged >»•<«■ to do a book to be titled Half-Life 
In ^ourt" and I have suggested the meohanicf, in his case necessary. 

I have also encouraged him to do a dictionary of hip slang and told 
him truthfully I think I can intreduoe him to a publisher who might 
be interested. And I havepffered to introduce his work to my agent 
who, on subjects other than the Warren Report, is remarkably effectiv 
and well-connected* *hese are sincere offers, as I think he under- 
stands* 

He professes a continuing liking far you, itemises what he 
thinks are your orrors and problems as he sees them, and strongly 
hints, perhaps believes, he is on your side. 

It was impossible to make notes on the torrent o t words, and 
I made no effort to record his frequent advice. Here is what I have 
checkeaout of what he told met 

ThatfcDswald was "handling tricks out of Old Society Page @ 
$20.00", which areby words and may not be a direct quote, and that 
it burned down. Aal the accompanying memo shows, this is the 
opposite ef what A learned from those with first-hand knowledge 
(who also have an interest in misdirection). *ohnny Kormundy told 
me Oswald hustled girls, not males. Johnny, I am told, is gay and 
may bo the one Misdirecting mem The Page did not burns according to 
its owner, "Itom". It still stands. Her mover was required bv plans 
for its demolition* She has and expresses a low opinion of Andrews, 
yet when I waslst ending near him he had a seemingly pleasant conver - 
sation by phone with her* I did not go to her under his auspicles* 
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He also told me-and he was quite explicit when I questioned 
him* that there is no connection between the Cuban gays ip his 
office and Oswald. H© said it was coincidence that Oswaldand 
the Mexicano were there at the same tine the gays were and that 
his testimony wast . in effect, arranged to gire the wrong inpression. 

I an aware of the indications you have of homosexual interest, but 
I cannot avoid the Inference that the government may have dellbera - 
tely steered us in the wrong direction, particularly if it would 
leadnx us somewhere, were we not to go in the wrong direction. 

If he spoke truthfully, he is telling us that what first directed 
us to a homosexual interest by Oswald was wrong. 

Ho says he has made an extensive study of the case. There 
are Indications in talking with him that this may , indeed, be the 
case. He says that from this work he is convinced that Shaw, 

Oswald and Russo were never together at the same time. It may be 
he said they never met. If he is saying he has established that 
the others never met the real Oswald I would not quarrel with him. 

He now says that the story of asking %nk to be Oswald* s 
layyer was some kind of game, that onk was approached by Mrs. 

5 Oswald, which he cannot conceive of having happened, or that 
/Tonk took the play from him and went off an his own, with Andr- 
ews saying what was necessary to not contradict Monk, or, what 
consider more likely if the rest is true, that there was 
sufficient time between his two phone conversations with w onk for 
Monk to have thought about it and discussed it with others. He 
quotes Monk as having told Jack Dempsey that this was his "great- 
est decision". Each of these contradictory or partically contradict- 
ory things he told me. 

H. tpld me the story heboid you about the microfilm that 
was tohavefcome out of Cuba*-Ii cannot conceive of it having been 
there lalona if at all^and of the man who was to have brought it. 

At the same point there was something that then did not make sense 
to me, his reference to one John (Jean?) de Bielby, anti-Bastlsta , 
dean of a graduate school, who was found with a bullet between the 
eyes. If there was a connection between this and anything else when 
he was talking, I did not get it and because I wanted him towander 
into other aspects of more interest I did not question him . 1 

Of considerable interest to me was his discussion of his 
meetings with and advice to Oswald. Of the possibility of pictures 
having be?n taken outside the A u dobon Bldg, he says without 
doubt they were and probably by tourists only. (In addition to Matt 
Herron, about whom I have left a separate memo, I am attempting to 
enlist the aid of anyther photographer who may have other connectienaj . 

Oswald and the Max, he says, were alone with him when they 
discussed passports and getting into Mexico. He placed the date 
of this or the last visit at five days before Oswald got his pass- 
port. (I am satisfied this was the real Oswald for a number of reasons, 
one of which is that Oswald, in his Stuckey appearance, said almost 
word for word what Andrews in his testimony said he adviced Oswald.) 

He told Oswald of three ways of getting into Mexico, one of 
which is the two-week visit, another was by having a passport, and 
heJsays he tried to discourage him.
